(i) the consignee of the tobacco has, within the period specified in sub- 
paragraph (3), furnished to the Collector of Customs, Bombay, and to 
the entomologist Incharge, Fumigatorlum, Sewri, Bombay, the follow- 
ing information, namely: — 

(u) the name of the ship carrying the consignment; 

(b) the probable date of arrival of the ship in Bombay; and 

(c) the number of cases contained in the consignment. 

(11) On arrival of the tobacco in Bombay, tine tobacco is disinfected by HCN 
or such other fumigant, al the Fumigatorium of the Directorate of 
Plant Protection, Quarantine and Storage, and in such manner as may 
be prescribed by rules made in this behalf under section 5 of the said 
Act. 

(ill) (a) If samples of tobacco are Imported by parcel post or as ships parcel, 
each parcel not exceeding 20 lbe. In weight, a fee of rupees three per 
case, 

(b) in any other case, a fee of R.s. 5/2/6 per case of 440 lbs. of tobacco Is 
paid to the collector of Customs, Bombay in accordance with such 
instructions as may be issued by the said Collector to meet the cost 
of fumigation. The fee of Rs. 5/2/6 does not include charges for 
unloading from the ship, transportation from the docks to the fumi- 
gatorium and import duty as specified in the Bomay Port Trust Scale 
of Charges 

(3; The Information referred to in clause (i) of sub-paragraph (2) shall be 
furnished — 

(a) if the duration of the voyage between the port of despatch and the 
port of Bombay Is less than three weeks, at least seven days before 
the probable date, of the arrival of the ship at Bombay; and 

(b> If the duration of such voyage is longer than three weeks, at least 
fourteen days before the probable date of the arrival of the ship 
at Bombay.
